Weymonth Police ami Others Work 
Qnickly With Good Resalts. 

Frank Dcsabo of Belmont, Charles Roa- 
sette of 142 Prince street, Boston, ami 
Fred Latorella of 152 Salem street, Boa- 
ton, In the municipal court In that city 
Wednesday, wore each held In 810,000 on 
charge of abilucllou. Mlsa Itoaa Mazllla 
was held as a witness. The parties were 
arrested by Inspector Thomas Rltzgerald 
and Patrolman Charles W. Baser In Wash- 
ington square Tuesday evening and 
lodged In the police station. Later the 
Boston police took the parties to that 
city. Miss Mazllla, who Is a handsome 
Italian girl 20 years old, was returning 
from her work early Tuesday evening and 
when near Dover street, she was grabbed, 
and thrown into a waiting automobile of 
which Rosetta was the chauffeur, and the 
party headed for Providence, R. I. 
When the automobile reached this town 
there was trouble with the mechanism 
and It became stalled. Thu girl's cries 
for help drew a large crowd and one of 
the men in the auto escaped. Thu police 
were assisted in arresting the men by 
Louis Bacherie and Louis Thomas. A 
loaded 38 calibre revolver was taken from 
the pocket of Desabo, when, as officer 
Baker grabbed, he noticed the man reach 
for his hip pocket. Desabo said that he 
was to take the girl to Providence to get 
married, but the girl, who said she hnd 
known Desabo but a mouth, denied any 
intention of marriage.

Inconvenience Is often caused by losing 
the ntmeRof fruit trees In young orchards 
A good r.tnc Itbel Is desirable 

Don't neglect to grease the w agons that 
do the regular work about the farm. Hard 
oil Is cheaper than horseflesh and a lot 
more humane. 

If your horse falls, don't shout at him 
or beat him ; help him to get up. 

Feed him well, If you wish him to work 
well. Give him three good meals per day 
(four If be does an extra long day’s work), 
and ample time to eat them. 

Pall a peach early If you want It for the 
other fellow away ofl at market, but if you 
wish to enjoy It, let It ripen on the twig. 
Peaches are, In this respect, not like pears. 

Barnyard manure, available on every 
farm, makes one of the best organic fer. 
tllizers to use, and every farmer ought to 
consider ways and means of preserving It 
Wheu left In the open In piles for even a 
short time the loss Is very large. 

Now is the proper time to make provi- 
sion for warm shelter for the the stock 
during the coming winter. Bear in mind 
that boards are cheaper than feed. While 
you are about It do not forget that anti- 
quated poultry house that offers so little 
obstruction to the wind. 

Corn, maturing rather late In central 
latitudes, is better than when It matures 
earlier in the season. If the corn Is to be 
cut for the silo or for stover, It is better 
cut and handled late than early. Early 
shock corn often spoils in the shock, It is 
not best for tilling the silo and it will 
damage more on the stalks In the Held be- 
fore husking. 

Ollmeal is so loosening in Its effect that 
It is very easy to overfeed on this ration 
While we would feed only about one- 
fourth pint for every one hundred pounds 
the animal weighs, there are cases in 
which this would be too much while In 
others It would be sufllcient. When feed- 
ing It, watch the results closely and guage 
your future feeding by them. 

In planting apple trees, a fine, well- 
grown one-year tree that Is a fair example 
of its particular variety, has a go-ahead 
quality which leaves nothing to be desired. 
There are several advantages In Choosing 
the younger tree. There roots are unmu- 
tilated, they can he more quickly planted, 
they can be trained to any form desired, 
whereas the older tree Is already headed 
by the nurseryman, and is liable in many 
cases to have a very undesirable form of 
head. 

Winter Is the time when tuberculosis is 
apt to invade a herd of cattle. See to It 
now that the barn is In the most sanitary 
shape into which It can he put. Above 
all supply good ventilation, plenty of sun- 
shine and forage free from dust, and be 
eternally vigilant to detect the slightest 
cough or sympton of the dread scourge. 

The nialu trouble with early-planted 
corn is that it begins to form ears at a 
time when the days are longest, hottest 
aDd when the soli has become almost de. 
pleted of its spring store of moisture — 
just the time when the crop needs the 
most moisture at its roots. At this stage 
the yield of grain Is lowered by hasty 
maturity if the weather is so dry at the 
time that the corn blades roll during the 
day. It needs shorter days of sun aud 
heat and longer ulghts to recuperate In 
order to grow and mature without stunt- 
ing. 

For tuauy years experts and successful 
farmers have been preaching the gospel 
of saner animal husbandry and more 
sensible methods of preserving aud using 
feeds. Wind-proof, rain proof, snow- 
proof stables, hog houses and poultry 
houses have been the results of some 
of .this preaching, and also the silo.

Fr*noh Dueling Method*. 

Mnny of the duels In France end 
without bloodshed. When the offense 
#i not very serious It Is agreed before- 
hand that tile words of command shall 
lie given so rapidly that the duelists 
will not have time to take good aim. 
Sometimes three shots are exchanged 
without a hit, and then the seconds 
step In nnd “honor Is satisfied. “ At 
the word “Fire!” the pistol Is raised ln- 
ptantl.v, nnd It must be discharged not 
later than the word “Three!" so the 
speed with which these words are 
given regulates the time In which It Is 
possible to take aim. Therefore the 
sjieed with which they are spoken Is 
agreed on beforehand, tills depending 
upon the seriousness of the duel. The 
words nre timed with a metronome. 
If the encounter be very serious this 
Is set at the lowest speed, eighty bents 
a minute, which gives time for taking 
accurate aim. A speed of 1-10 beats a 
minute allows no time for aiming, 
and, therefore. Is used when seconds 
think the duel should be made as lit- 
tle dangerous ns possible.— Philadel- 
phia Record.

Only I thought that my hus- 
band. who was not with us, would be 
so grieved. The music beenme louder 
and more beautiful, nnd I saw a daz- 
zling light. The next thing I felt wns 
agony. My friends hnd missed me. 
nnd ns I came up for the last time 
they Baw my head. I was hauled Into 
the boat, nnd then came Indescribable 
agony ns I wns brought back to life. 
The lungs filling again was torture."

How 8tiRon Cheese la Made. 

Btllton cheeses differ from ordinary 
cheeses in the method of manufacture. 
Each Stilton Is made in a circular 
mold, or vat. two feet deep and about 
nine Inches In dlumeter, perforated at 
the sides und bottom. When the milk 
bus been turned into curd by means of 
rennet It Is transferred Into the vat. 
which is lined with a coarse woven 
cloth, with a ladle. Wheu a thin layer 
of curd covers the bottom of the mold 
a little dry salt Is sprinkled over It 
This is supposed to create the blue 
mold often found in Stiltons. Then 
more curd Is added iu layers until the 
vat Is full. The whey gradually drains 
through the cloth nml out of the holes 
Into the pan in which the vnt stands. 
After tlie curd has stood for twenty- 
four hours a tin disk is laid on the top 
and a weight applied to hasten the 
expulsion of the whey. When quite 
firm tlie cheese Is removed from the 
vut und |dncod on a shelf to dry. After 
some days the cloth Is taken off and 
the cheese is left to ripen in a special 
room, the temperature of which never 
varies.— Loudon Answers. 

Baiting the Bull. 

In the Interior of Venezuela and 
Colombia toro coleudo Is a feature of 
fiesta days. A principal street of the 
town is roped otf and n wild hull is 
liberated. From eight to ten mounted 
horsemen enter the Improvised arena, 
their only defense against attacks of 
the bull being their superb horseman- 
ship and a knowledge of how to twist 
the hull’s tail iu such a manner as to 
cause him to tumble over. While the 
attention of the hull is attracted by 
some of the pnrty a horseman dushes 
from the reur at full speed, gives e 
dextrous twist, und over rolls the hull. 
This sport is not without Its danger, 
und almost every coleudo festival udds 
to the hospital list The honor of be- 
ing champion hull tall twister develops 
keen competition, for the winner is 
crowned with flowers by the prettiest 
girl In the village. Some performers 
become so expert us to he sure of their 
twist at a specified point the grent 
achievement being to bring the nnimnl 
to the dust Just In front of tlie balcony 
of one’s ladylove.— Argounut.

I Wee Given by the Cool Heeded Con- 
federate Commander to a Confuted 
Federal Soldier, and It Wee Prompt- 
ly Obeyed— A Luoky Eeoape. 

Perhaps the moat Important order 
hat Stonewall Jackson ever lasued— 
•ertalnly the most vital to hlinaelf— la 
lot In the official war records. The 
inder was given In person by Jackson 
■jo a northern artillery officer as be 
itood In full uniform ready for battle 
xeetrie his gun. and. atrangeet of all. 
was at once executed by him, with the 
•esult that the battle was lost by the 
Federal arms. 

Jackson’s action on this occasion fur- 
ilshea a striking Illustration of the 
ralue of h cool bend and presence of 
nind In an emergency— on nn Impor- 
tant occasion when the entirely unex- 
pected happens— nt n time when wav- 
sring or Indecision would result In dls- 
ister. That be was able Instnntly to 
praap the situation and dnrtngly mas- 
ter It Is a tribute to his quickness of 
ludgmcnt «ml his courage. 

It was on a spring morning In 1802, 
lust before the battle of Port Repub- 
lic. Jnckson In advance of hia troops, 
with only a single escort, galloped 
icross the bridge over the Shenandonh 
river Into the town, which stood on the 
>nst bank. Learning that the army 
>f General Shields was still a good 
many miles away and confident that 
tils own troops would be In possession 
long before the enemy, he rode to a 
residence nt the farther end of the vil- 
lage. where he spent nearly an hour. 

But menntlme the energetic Shields— 
whom Jackson declared to be his most 
formidable opponent— hnd thrust for- 
ward a small, swift column to occupy 
Port Republic, seize the bridge and 
halt Jackson's advance. So rapidly did 
It move that it gained both objects 
without firing a shot. More than tlint, 
Jackson was n prisoner— If any one 
had known It! 

Jackson, In utter Ignorance of the 
llsnstrous chnnge, mounted bis horse 
and ambled down the tnnln street to 
the bridge. Wbnt was bis astonish- 
ment to see groups of Boidiers— In blue! 
-busily moving to and fro about the 
bridgehead and throwing up tntrench- 
ments and fortifications. Planted on a 
Jttle knoll that commanded the bridge 
and Its approaches was u formidable 
field gun. 

Fortiinntel.v for Jnckson. the recent 
rnmpnlgns up iind down the valley had 
faded both blue and gray uniforms 
Into n nondescript drab. As Jnckson 
sat on his horse and watched the busy 
scene he formed his plan swiftly. He 
could not go buck. He must cross that 
bridge. That was his oul.v chance. It 
was the frowning field gun that he 
feared. He must put It out of commis- 
sion long enough to get beyond Its 
range. Throwing up his hand to at- 
tract attention, he shouted to the of- 
ficer In command of the gun: 

“What are you doing with that gun 
up thertoV I didn't order It there, and 
I don't want It there!" There were au- 
thority and petulance In his voice ns 
he added. "Limber up and run It over 
on that knob over there!" 

The officer at the gun. thinking that 
he had to deal with some superior of- 
ficer recently arrived, hastened to obey 
without question, explaining in self de- 
fense that he had understood Ills orders 
otherwise. 

Sitting on Little Sorrel while the 
Federal troops worked busily about 
him, Jackson calmly waited until the 
gun was lumbering o(T to Its new po- 
sition. Then he rode quietly across 
the bridge and up the other bank nil 
til he was well out of musket range. 
Then he turned, waved hts hand to the 
astonished Federnls, and, putting spurs 
to his horse, galloped away from the 
rain of bullets that pattered harmlessly 
In the rear. 

Had he been captured the Con feder- 
ate victory at Port Republic which lie 
won a few hours later would not have 
happened. The able and energetic 
Shields would have defeated his 
troops, stunned by his loss— Youth’s 
Companion

hatch chicks by hundred 

Incubator la Atmoat NooaooKy Where 
Larga Hock* Art Wan tod — Oat 
• Good Machine. 

(Ry ELIZABETH PTTTNAM.) 

Tf you expect to hatch chicks by the 
hundred, an Incubator Is almost a 
necessity. The hens required for this 
would be worth more to you for laying 
than tho Interest on the machine and 
the oil. Then the advantage of having 
a largo flock of the same sloe Is a time 
saver In caring for them and an In- 
icentlve to buyers when It is time to 
make sake. 

Consult your neighbors on this point 
and secure as many catalogues as pos- 
sible from tho various Arms. Valuable l 
pointers will be picked up from both 
sources. It Is poor oconoiny to get a 
cheap Incubator, unless you can ho as- 1 
sured that It does good work. Eggs 
falling to hatch or chlcke which ore 
not up to tho average In vitality are 
always serious losses. The best fa- 
cilities for hatching are none too good. 

Do not hurry the eggs into tho ma- 
chine until you have had It working 
for you at least one day under perfect 
control. If It has been used before, 
wash out the egg chamber, trays, etc., 
with a five per cent solution of creo- 
line as a safeguard against bowel 
trouble. Use only the boBl of oil, trim 
the wick dally, and follow as closely 
as possible the directions which ac- 
company your machine. 

Never trust to eggs bought at a 
neighboring store. They will probably 
be a heterogeneous collection, and of 
uncertain age. If chilled, the value for 
hatching Is greatly lessened. There Is 
some one In almost every neighbor- 
hood with a well graded flock of tho 
breed you prefer. Hunt that person 
out and get her to furnish the number 
required, even If you have to pay her 
a cent or two a dozen extra for being 
nblo to vouch for their good quality, 
and for wrapping each in a pleoe of 
paper when packing. Thle latter pre- 
caution not only protects from chill, 
but from Jar In transit

MILK IS GOOD FOR POULTRY 

Chickens Intended for "Friesf Gain 

Rapidly When Given Lacteal Food 
With Some Grain. 

Milk cannot take the plaoe of meat, 
as it Is not Bufllclently concentrated, 
hence the hens could not drink enough 
of it to eupply their wonts. If a gill 
of linseed meal Is added to a pint of 
milk, and the milk then used for mix- 
ing ground grain. It will largely assist 
In providing a complete food. Milk 
should bo given In vessels which will 
prevent filth from getting Into It, and 
vessels cleaned daily. 

Wheat Is a standard food for poul- 
try, and farmers have contented them- 
selves that grain Is sufficient, but It 
lias been demonstrated that when 
fresh milk has been given to chicks 
Intended to be sold as "fries" the gain, 
when milk Is added to the grain ra- 
tion, Is nearly twice as much us when 
grain alone Is used. If rnllk can be 
conveniently given to laying hens, 

1 larger profltB will be derived by tliue 
utilizing tho waste products than by 
feeding It to the pigs, ue skim milk 
and buttermilk contain nearly all the 
elements of food, the eggs are more 
easily produced by henB fed upon such 
food than when they are not other 
wise provided, and every farmer 
should allow the hens a share of the 
skim milk and buttermlllk. 

Separate Rooetlng Places. 

If your poultry Is allowed free 
range, then have they separate roost- 
ing quarters and see that all go to 
roost there Instead of out of doors 
on the fences and In out buildings, 
for the hawks and skunks to carry 
away

One winter’s exposure to the weather will 
do more harm.than several years’ use. 

In the fall Is a good time to clean up 
the orchard, cut out the dead branches 
and brush or remove all rubbish so they 
cannot harbor Inacct pests. 

The practice of salting stock period- 
ically on the ground Is antiquated. It 
takes too much time if done often 
cuough, It wastes salt and the way It Is 
done, usually, the stock do not get 
enough salt. 

Keeping Immature animals growing Is 
the only way a profit can be obtained 
from them. One should not, however, 
make the young stock he Intends to put 
on grass along next spring, fat by feeding 
them corn through the winter. 

It Is common sense to suppose that as 
birds are building a new plumage they 
should be nourished well. At least their 
appetites should be fully appeased w th 
good strong feed. 

Every little while we meet persons who 
are convinced that hens are a fraud so far 
as profitable egg production Is concerned. 
These persons, themselves, have failed to 
make poultry pay, and they are sure that 
nobody else has ever made a success of it 

The asparagus beetle hns nearly des- 
troyed the asparagus Industry In some lo- 
calities. Many remedies have been sug- 
gested, among them applying lime freely 
over the bed late in the fall, after the tops 
and bed have been burnt over, with an- 
other liberal application of lime in the 
spring. 

Where the cow or horse is inclined to 
eat too rapidly for perfect mastltlcatlon 
of grain scatter the feed out well In the 
trough and mix several cobs, sticks or any 
clean articles with it, which will cause the 
animal to lose much time and take smaller 
bites in shoving tbe obstacle around to 
secure a mouthful. 

Old, exhausted orchards may be reln- 
vigorated by the use of explosives. Id 
some cases small calridges are exploded 
under the roots of the trees, and In other 
cases larger cartridges, buried three or 
more feet deep, are exploded midway be- 
tween trees standing fifteen feet apart. 
Tbe result Is to loosen the soil without In- 
juring the trees. 

The fact of the whole matter Is, few 
persons go about keeping poultry In a 
common sense way. They expect much to 
come from their blrda without much plan- 
Dig, work and care on their part. They 
have expected their hens to live on thin 
air and turn out the eggs by the dozens 
every day. They have treated their flocks 
unreasonably. 

Hens will scarcely pay their way if 
they lay only In the spring and summer, 
with a small yield durlog the summer. 
But If they are handled to begin laying in 
the fall and are made to lay reasonably 
well during the fall and winter, they will 
return a good profit over feed and care. 
Fall eggs are always high, and they can 
be produced more cheaply on the farm 
than eggs at any other season. 

For some years past a number of dairy- 
men in Australia have adopted the prac- 
tice of blanketing cows during wet aud 
cold weather. The results In every case 
are spoken of as being highly satis- 
factory. When cows are kept warm the 
1 food they consume, luslead of being util- 
ized to maintain bodily heat, Is largely- 
devoted to the production of milk, aud iu 
this way the dairyman realizes a large 
profit on the very small outlay required 
to provide blaukets for his cattle In cold 
[ weather 

Asparagua Is one of our earliest aud 
hardiest perennial vegetables It Is 
extremely easy to propagate aud grow 
Once established lu favorable soil, it will 
continue to grow and produce without 
resetting for twenty years or longer 
It Is a sure cropper every year, being 
seldom adected by disease or insects 
It Is extremely hardy iu various soils 
over wide latitudes 

A start of asparagus may be secured 
either from seed or the purchasing of 
year-old or two-year-old plants Where 
the yuuug plants can be pnrehased 
reasonably, it is really cheaper to pur- 
chase them than to grow tbe young 
plants for seed, especially for a small 
planting

The common practice of laying 
the seed corn aside to remain until spring 
has done great damage to the corn crop, 
as very often the excess of Impel feet 
grains Is such as to cause a failure of 
germination over the whole Held. 
Every ear of corn should be ‘examined 
ami the Inferior grain shelled off. 
Vegetable seeds also require examination, 
for Insects, dampness and other causes 
interfere with their safe-keeping.

Military Force* of 8ervia. 

Bervla's plun of military organization 
Is distinctive. Compulsory service Is 
personal for nil nhlebodied men and pe 
cuniury for nil who are Incapable of 
personal service. These latter must pay 
nn indirect tax of 30 i>er cent addi- 
tional. The military forces are divided 
Into a national army and the luml- 
sturm. which forms the last line of do 
fense. Service in the national army 
begins at twenty-one and ends after 
forty-five. In the landsturm It begins 
at seventeen, ends at twenty-one: be- 
gins again at forty -six and ends at 
fifty. 

The national army consists of throe 
bans, the first ban including all able- 
bodied men between twenty-one and 
thirty-one. the second ban all between 
thirty-one and thirty-eight aud the 
third those between thirty-eight and 
forty-live. 

The first ban has its cadre, a school 
through which every nhlebodied tnnn 
of twenty-one must pass. No one Is al- 
lowed to chancre Ills nationality while 
belonging to the first ban, nor can any 
member thereof receive any outside 
appointment or become even a monk 
until he has served his term In the 
army.— Baltimore Sun.

This 
liberal contribution is now exhausted and 
still there are Salem sufferers. The Chel- 
sea relief fund a few years ago was less 
than one half of the Salem and It lasted 
two years. 

As the Dclavan comet Is now visible to 
the naked eye and will continue through 
the month of October there will be ample 
time to take a look at the visitor.

You will 
And it almost directly below the Pole Star. 
At that time the comet is low In the sky. 
As the night wanes the comet rises higher 
In the heavens, and In the early morning 
between two and four o'clock it reaches 
Its greatest altitude above the horizon.

The war revenue hill as it passed the

While he was in office 
Postmaster Maustleld saw the most le- 
markable six years in the development of 
the posloffice department. Among the 
new features added to the service have 
been the parcel post, the postal savings 
system, Sunday closing, Boston belug the 
first olllce in the East to close on Sunday ; 
the adoptiou of the 8-iu-10 hour law for 
clerks aud carriers, and the compensatory 
time system for postal employes

Although 
there are fewer than 00.000 Manxmen, 
they have their own parliament and 
courts. The house of keys and the 
house of lords hold nnnual sessions In 
Dougins, tile cnpltul, and the laws they 
pnss are read aloud every yeur from 
Tynwald hill.

A FAMOUS OLD FLAG. 

The 8tar Spangled Banner of Fort Mo- 
Henry In 1814. 

Hanging from the walls of the Na- 
tional museum in Washington la one of 
the most fnmous flags In the world— 
the stir spangled banner that floated 
over Fort McHenry during the British 
attuck In September. 1814. The flag 
measures no less than 2d by 3d feet 
At the time of the battle Fort Me 
nenry. Just outside the city of Bnltl 
more, wus In command of Major George 
Armlsteud. The garrison flag that flew 
from its ramparts wus made by a Mrs. 
Mary Pinkcrsgill. assisted by her 
daughter, Mrs. Caroline T. Purdy. 

in the battle one of the stare was 
shot away by a British shell. After the 
war the banner became the property of 
Mujor Arnusteud and was left by him 
to bts daughter. Mrs. Appleton. It wus 
from the sou of that lady. Mr. Ebon 
Appleton, thut the museum received It 
two yeurs ago. The arrangement Is 
thut the flag shall remain permanently 
lu the custody of the museum and 
must not be permitted to leuve the 
building to be exhibited anywhere else 
Time has somewhat marred the beauty 
of the banner, but uo American cau 
look at the fading and worn fabric 
without a thrill. That Is the flag that 
gave birth to the national anthem of 
his country.— Youth’s Companion.

Numtoring Houses. 

The now almost universal custom of 
numbering private houses so that the.v 
ran Ik* easily Identllled Is only a little 
more than 4<*) years old. It was in the 
year MK) tlmt this idea struck the 
fnney of a Parisian architect, but It 
was not until nearly three centuries 
later that the system became at all 
RW|)eral. 

In Berlin an eccentric method of 
numbering the houses was first adopt- 
ed. They were numbered without nny 
reference whatever to the name of the 
street. A tenant’s address would be 
described merely as "1000 Berlin." In 
St. Petersburg an excellent way of dts- 1 
playing the numbers Is employed— lit- 
tle lanterns l>onr the numbers on the 
glnss. so that they can be seen after 
dark. "In the later Stuart times." says 
Macaulay, "the houses of London were 
not numbered, and there would. Indeed, 
have been little advantage in number- 
ing them, fur of the coachmen, char- 
men. porters and errand boys of the 
city a very small proportion could 
read. It was necessary to use marks 
which the most ignorant could under- 
stand. The shops were, therefore, dis- 
tinguished by painted or sculptured 
signs, which gave a very gay and 
grotesque aspect to the streets."— New 
York American. 

Curious Gaelic Alphabet. 

A very curious and distinguishing . 
characteristic of the Gaelic alphabet 
is that nearly every letter thereof Is 
represented by n tree. While the al- 
phabet of ancient Gaelic comprised 
but seventeen letters, that of modern 
Gaelic has eighteen. But with the 
new forms, as with the old. the letter 
is represented by a tree. The excep- 
tions nre "g." "t" and "u." which 
1 stand for “ivy." “furze" and “heather." 
The alphabet now stands: Alim, 
belte, coll. dur. eugh. fearn. gnth. 
huath. logh, luls, muln. nuln. oiv. 
pelth. ruts, still, telne. ur. nil of which 
is equal to saying: Elm. birch, hazel, 
oak, aspen, alder. Ivy. whitethorn, yew. 
rowan or quicken, vine. ash. spindle 
tree. pine, elder, willow, furze, heath, 
in the old Gaelic alphabet the letter 
"li" (the huath or whltethorni does not 
exist The alphabet Is called the belli- 
luis-nuin, because "b.”

If Allowed to Run About the Farm at 
They Pleaae Blrda Will Pick 
Up Sufficient Food. 

Tho loss turkeys, either old or 
young, aro fed, the better. The breed- 
er* need range, the baby turka need 
range, and. In fact, thla la almost nil 
that can be said about tho matter. If 
on a farm, they need no feed only 
wh-t they pick up, unless tho snow is 
woo deep to find scattered grain. 

If the wea her 1 b fair when tho 
pouk. are hatched, they will have a 
far better chance for their lives, if al- 
lowed to go with tl.e motiier turkeys, 
bovs Wisconsin Farmer. She helps 
them hunt the kind of feed they re- 
quiro. Tho beat lotB of turkeys we 
ever raised were hatched In nests tl.ut 
remained untouched from tho time the 
first egg was laid There was a light 
freeze, once, In tho meantime, but the 
turkey understands her business much 
better than wo do. 

Sho hnd covered tho eggs so care- 
fully that not one was spoiled. From 
22 eggs there were 21 stre ig poults. 
There are so many enemies to prey 
on turkey eggs that they cannot be 
safely left in this manner. If, when 
the hatch comes off, the weather is un- 
favorable, it Is well to keep the poults 
confined until they can hop over a 
foot-wide board, feeding very lightly 
of cottage cheese und green stuff. 

When the mother takes her brood to 
the pastures und fields, she goes slow- 
ly and rests by the way many times. 
Gathers a bug here, calls the little 
fellows' attention to a morsel there, 
always between whiles, and they are 
never stuffed. It is nature's own way: 
it la in nature's own time; and at j 
tin' end of the season there will be] 
more surviving turkeys than If they 
were coddled.

The plant of the South Boston Ice Co. 
on the shore of Weymouth Great Fond In 
South Weymouth, was destroyed hy Arc 
early last Tuesday morning. After de- 
stroying the Ice house, the Are .wept 
through a large tract of woodland. 

Several houses In the vicinity of the Ice 
houses were threatened and the occupants 
were aroused and went out Into the open, 
until the Aremen, aided hy a good sized 
force of townspeople, succeeded In check- 
ing the (lames. 

The blaze was discovered about 12.15 
by Percy Belcher, who sounded an alarm 
from box 5* near the South Weymouth 
depot. Although the ward 5 company 
made good time getting out, the ice house 
was doomed, and the Aremen turned their 
attention to other buildings and the wood- 
land iu the vicinity. On account of the 
severe heat and (lying embers, it was Im- 
possible to save the stable, tool house and 
power plaut of the Ice company, but the 
large hoarding house was saved. 

On Ills arrival at the (Ire District Chief 
Matthew O'Dowd ordered a second alarm 
rung In and more apparatus raced over 
the road to the scene of the contlagation.

NOTHING GERMAN ALLOWED IN 
RUSSIA. 

East Weymouth Mm Telb Of C«l- 
tious In Europe. Greet OppertM* 
ity For American Goode. 

Victor C. Lassen, an American meml 
manufacturer who established a branch 
factory In l’etrogad, Russia, recently, 
w as In town the Arst of the week, o«iU 
visit to his family on Rroad street, Eeet 
Weymouth. Mr. Lassen came oin frd(D 
New York, where he arrived some da^n 
ago. He has been in Knssla since* eally 
last spring. He left the fafctory in Petlt- 
gad in charge of his son, Grover^ Laaaon 
and came hack to the United'StAtes o 
purchase materials for his owh' fhetofy 
and incldently for the Russian, gover i- 
ment. He expects to return to. feurofc 
about the middle of November. ’ V 

Mr. Lassen left Petrogod on September 
10. He had heard that a blockade of 
Finnish ports would be established the 
next day, but be got through hy train tb 
Stockholm. There he waited several days 
for a steamer to this country. His cre- 
dentials from the Russian government 
permitted him to land at Stockholm, but 
without them, so anxious are the Swedish 
people to preserve (strict neutrality, Mr. 
Lassen thinks he would not have been al- 
lowed to land. 

He states that he has never seen soldiers 
better equipped than the Russians and be- 
sides tlie armies of from 5,000,000 to 
(1,000,000 men now operating against the 
Germans and Austrians, there are else- 
where millions and millions under arms ti 
pick from. . 

Iu speaking of working conditions Mr. 
Lassen had the following to say : “My 
factory is going on but we have only 30 
or 40 men at work as the Germans em- 
ployed had to be dismissed, while the ma- 
jority of our men were reservists and had 
to go to war. Many of the large factor- 
ies had to shut down because all handa 
went to war. We are making a good 
deal of submarine boat material for Rus- 
sia, which has 30 submarines now in pro- 
gress of construction.” 

In regard to the statement publish^ 
that none of the allies would make peace 
without the consent of all, Mr. Lassen 
said that from an ollicial source, about 
a week before he left Russia, learned that 
the C/.ar received a telegram from the 
Kaisir suggesting that he withdraw his . 
troops from Germany and Austria and 
also making suggestions in regard to 
peace. The C/.ar Immediately forwarded 
tlie telegram to Loudon and Paris. The 
very next day was signed tlie declaration 
by the allies in respect to peace and the 
same day tlie Czar iu a speech declared he 
would uot rest until every German wms 
driven out of Russia, aud that he would 
uot sign a treaty of peace except in Berlin. 

“Oue of tlie most uoticeable tilings 
about Russian life just now,” said Mr. 
Lassen, “comes from,the prohibition of 
the sale of vodka aud all kinds of spirits, 
as not a drop will be sold while the war 
lasts. At the cafe one now Ands only 
coffee, tea aud soft drinks.” 

Iu regard to German money in Russia, 
Mr. Lassen said: “German money is not 
worth much now in Russia. I saw a bank 
give lesH than oni-Afth of what the rate 
was before tlie war. The fact that some- 
thing like 85 percent of the business men 
of Petrogad were Germans or of German 
origiu, has resulted in a great change iu 
business there. The Germans had to go. 
Their language is not allowed to be spo- 
ken in the capital. A man wearing his 
mustache in Kaiser style was seized by 
i the crowd, taken iuto a barber shop aud 
tin* objection able ends cut off. Many 
Germans have been caught spying or try- 
ing to blow up fortiticalions and were 
put to death.”

The following regulations have bet n 
I adopted by the Board of Health in the 
following contagious diseases Scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, diphtheria, septic 
sore throat, whoopiug cough, measles. 

1 No milk bottle shall be received into 
a house or takeu out of a house where 
such diseases are known to exist. Tlie 
householder must provide some suitable 
container into which the milk can be 
placed. The board request the family to 
report any failure of the milkman to ob- 
serve tbe above regulation. 

2. No case of diphtheria can be released 
until a negative culture has been obtained 
said negative culture to be at least oue 
week from date of positive culture. 

3. The minimum period of quarantine 
in all cases of scarlet fever shall be at 
least four weeks aud as much longer as is 
necessary for the completion of disquam- 
luatlou All cases to be inspected by a 
physician of the board of health before 
released 

4 It lias been ordered by the board 
that all typhoid excreta shall be covered 
with uuslacked lime in au earl lieu jar to 
which hot water should be added aud let 
-laud at least two hours before emptying 
The amount of lime should equal j the 
bulk of the excreta

The Canada experimental farms made ( 
experiments to ascertain the best meth- ( 
oils of storing apples In winter. Sped- ( 
mens wrapped In paper kept better than 
those not wrapped, and there were few 
rotten apples, and they lost least by evap- | 
oration. , 

The man who buys a barrel of apples 
now helps the farmer and helps himself. 
He gets his winter fruit at a low price 
and the farmer gets some real money for 
a valuable product which otherwise 
would probably rot on the ground. 

Every farmer should have some hobby 
or special side line to his geueral farm. 
Ing. No mau can develop the best there 
Is in himself unless he makes something 
In particular a special study. What he 
gains In expert skill and mental Interest 
in Ills special linu will be an aid to him In 
many ways in his general lines of 
j operation . 

Avoid Feeding Kitchen Slop — l)o not 
feed kitchen slop or sour swill barrel 
j slops. They are sources of various 
infections and intoxications. As a rule, 
affected cases cannot be cured, l'revcnt 
by cutting out such slops. No man can 
easily or accurately legulnte sour slops 
so that they are always safe. 

Weed out all the culls and surplus 
roosters, which cannot be sold to good 
advantage, and send them off to market 
together with all the old fowls, If any are 
on hand, for they are never very profit- 
able stock to keep after the second year 
Early hatched pnllets are far superior to 
two-year-old hens. 

If wheat is high next year it will not 
be the onlyjfarm commodity that will be 
high and profitable to produce. Already 
horses, are growing In demand, the 
supposed reasons being that Europe will 
come here to buy horses. It is reported 
that some have already been purchased 
i and shipped to Canada Corn, cattle, 
horses and hogs may be correspondingly 
; as high as wheat next year. 

There is always a greater demand, and 
consequently a better price for a nice fat 
fowl than for a leau one, especially in 
dressed poultry. You thus make a gain 
in the price per pound as well as in the 
number of pounds, by fattening your 
poultry before you put it on the market. 

A fowl in the fall that shows that It 
has been doing something the previous 
year is one to select to keep In your ttock. 

A fowl with pale colored legs and worn 
toenails was a good layer last year, and 
the chances arc that she will l>e a profit* 

| able hen for at least another year. Keep 
her not only as a layer but as a breeder. 

On the farm in any section where fruit 
! thrives, making some kind of fruit a 
specialty is very Interesting aud profit- 
able employment. No matter how large 
the fruit crop is auy year, there is always 
a market at high prices for extra choice 
fruit packed in attractive, approved 
packages aud displayed in an attractive 
manner for prospective customers to 
examine. There is never auy danger of : 
glutting the market with choice fruit of 
any kind The beat can always be moved 
at au attractive price. 

Now, a good share of the best educa- 
tion that one ever receives Is secured 
through first-hand contact with nature- 
plants, animals, hills, valleys, rocks, 
streams aud things overhead aud under- 
foot. These things are a material aid iu 
the higher book studies, aud iu some I 
cases ii Is not possible to master the 
higher book studies without au extensive 
knowledge of natural things Much of 
, poetry can be rightly understood and 
‘ enjoyed only by those w ho have spent 
[ years In the country 

All kinds of i>ear& will ripeu if picked 
a week or more before they are ripe 
, Aud there are several advantages In 
doing this. One is that they are pre- 
vented from droppiug off aud getting 
bruised, w hich will occur iu great num- 
bers if the wiud blows hard while they 
are matunug. and if pears lie on the 
ground very long they are almost sure to 
> be damaged more or less by beiug 
gnawed by rabbits, picked at by chickens 
and variously injured by uumerous other 
destructive agencies

WAY

The Indies of Illngrrood, Imvlng de- 
cided to establish nti orphan asylum, 
met for the purpose and organtaed. 
Then they nppolnted various commit- 
tees and adjourned for one week, 
when they came together ngnln to hear 
the reports. All committees reported 
fnvomhle results oicept the committee 
appointed to rent a house for the asy- 
lum. 

•The only place largo enough for the 
purpose.” reported Mrs. Imogen Hmln 
nrd. Chairman of the committee, "and 
with grounds such ns wo must hnvo Is 
the Canfield projterty. It has been vn 
ennt for two years, but has Just been 
taken by a men's literary club, to bo 
cnlled the Goldsmith. Unfortunately a 
lense was signed by the owner and by 
the officers of the club only yesterday.” 

"Porhnps," said mild mannered Miss 
(Handing, *1f the gentlemen of the club 
knew thnt we wanted It for the dear 
children they would”— 

“Hold on to It,” Mrs. Jlmber con- 
tinued, “Just ns tenaciously ns they 
would If we wanted It for any other 
puriKvse. Far Ihj It from mo to be- 
come a suppliant to them. I prefer 
n heroic method. I move thnt a com- 
mittee t»o appointed to go to them and 
demand that they give up the property 
to us." 

The motion was carried, and Mrs. 
Jlmlier, Miss Bates and Miss (Handing 
were nppolnted on the committee, Mrs 
Jlmlior being chairman. 

The throe members of the Goldsmith 
club’s committee on house consisted 
of Mr. Flint, Mr. Downing and Mr. 
Fnlrwcather. Mr. Flint was among 
men what Mrs. Jlmber wns among wo- 
men. When the asylum committee 
called upon him to give up to them the 
Canfield property ho replied with an 
emphatic “No!" Messrs. Downing and 
Fnlrwcather, though sympathizing with 
him In retaining the place for the club, 
could not but feel thnt Miss Bates and 
Miss Blnndlug, who were comely, look- 
ed upon tho refusnl ns extremely un- 
gallant 

Mrs. .Timber Issued a request thnt the 
members of the club meet march to 
the property In dispute, take possession 
of It and hold It Mr. Flint got wind 
of the movement nnd burred nil the 
doors nnd windows. 

This mnde n dcndlock for both clubs. 
The men knew thnt If they opened 
the house the women would take pos- 
session, and so long ns It was locked 
up it could not be used either for a 
club or nu orphan asylum. There wns 
n meeting of the women’s committee 
to tnke measures for further proce- 
dure. Mrs. Jlmber was In favor of pro 
posing thnt every woman Interested In 
the asylum cut every member of the 
club. Tier colleagues did not agree 
with her as to the effectiveness of thl9 
measure. Then the chairman suggest- 
ed thnt they use militant methods, 
threatening to destroy the property. 
But It was pointed out to her that the 
club was not the owner of It nnd 
might prefer to see tt ruined rather 
than be forced to give It up. Tlieii 
Mrs. Jlmber lost her temper and told 
the other two members of the com- 
mittee thnt she would have nothing 
more to do with the mnttcr. 

One day Miss Bates henrd that Mr. 
Flint hud been cnlled away. She wrote 
a note to Mr. Downing stating thut a 
majority of the asylum committee 
would be pleased to see the club’s com- 
mittee thnt evening at her house for 
the purpose of making n proposition 
that would, she thought, be satis- 
factory to the men and end the dead 
look upon the property In dispute. 

Since Mr. Flint wus away nnd Mrs. 
Jlmber would have nothing more to 
do with the mutter the Interview wns 
between Mr. Downing nnd Mr. Fulr- 
wenther on the one purt nnd Miss 
Bates and Miss Blnndlug on the other. 
The two men. both of whom were 
hnchelors, went to the place of meeting 
together, oucb hoping to parry what 
wus exiiected to L>e some sharp move 
ou the part of the women and do It 
without wounding their feelings. 

Miss Bates, by way of smoothing 
the way, she said, proposed u game of 
cards, and before It was finished a 
maid brought In refreshments. After 
1 that Mr. Downing paired with Miss 
Bates and Mr. Fall-weather with Miss 
: islanding. Kucii gentleman was fuel 
lug very comfortable and very happy 
when Miss Bates whispered to Mis* 
Blandlng: 

”1 have named a price at which Mr 
Downing will recommend that the cluh 
let us have the Canfield property. I 
have agreed to give him a kiss before 
both clubs assembled when we take 
possession, lie has uocepted. See If 
you can get the same terms from Mr 
Fulrweuther." 

Miss Blandlng succeeded in securing 
the terms, both men thinking the mut- 
ter u bluff As soou us the ladles hud 
effected the arrangement they dec-lured 
the conference ended. 

The uext morning the two commit- 
teeuien received a note addressed to 
them by thulr entertainers of tho night 
before stating thut they would be on 
tiie steps of the Canfield property the 
next ufteruoou ready to keep their 
coutruct. 

The men now tiegun to consider the 
position they were In. If the women 
hud the hurdlhood to fuce two clubs 
In snob a case of graft the men had 
not. They drew tip 11 statement giving 
the lust of reasons w hy the Goldsmith 
club should assign their lease of the 
property In question to the asylum 
managers. Their recommendation was 
1 accefted.

It wn* with feelings of trepidation, 
ns the novelists sny. that I undone that 
long bundle.

They are eon 
tented and harmless If not disturbed 
or annoyed. An angry ant Is to be 
avoided, and an angry swarm can 
make Its displeasure felt In a very un 
pleasant way, as every one knows wlio j 
has carelessly broken into a nest, lint 
If left alone they are peaceful little 
workmen, absorbed In their own 
affairs. 

The great driver or Hnshlkoney ant 
however, has nothing peacenble In Ills 
composition. He Is nothing if not ag 
gresslve and spiteful; neither is he con- 
tented. in the great forests of Africa 
these Insects multiply to an alarming 
extent. They swarm In thousands, 
perhaps millions, and, formidable at 
any time, during the season of migra- 
tion they are a terror to the whole 
district In which they live. 

Myriads of these Insects nre seized 
with n restless desire for change. Obey- 
ing some mysterious Instinct or follow- 
ing the commands of their queen, they 
set out upon their travels, and woe 
betide the man or beast that crosses 
their path! In a moment the hapless 
creature Is covered with ants, and In 
an Incredibly short space of time noth- 
ing Is left but bare bones 
The driver ant Is so called because 
It drives .nway all llvtng creatures 
When tills most terrible host is on the 
march men and animals, great and 
small, take flight. Lions and tigers 
may be scon rushing nlong «tdo hy : 
side with the timid gazelle. All are i 
too much frightened to dream of at 
, tacking or avoiding each other For ; 
once In their lives they nre united in i 
their terror of the common enemy. ■ 
Size nnd strength nre of no avail and 
a rhinoceros or nn elephant Is as much 
terrified nnd Is in ns much danger as 
a rnbblL 

When the vast army of ants arrive 
on the bank of a river a halt Is call- 
ed. They have no lden of turning 
back, but to cross that river they must 
have a bridge, and the making of this 
bridge takes time, and probably the 
engineers of the army have to bustle 
up to the front 

The making of nn ant bridge Is one 
of the most wonderful things in the 
world. The ants swarm on a tree, 
choosing one which overhangs the riv- 
er. Upon the bough which reaches 
farthest over the stream they mass 
themselves nnd begin to form n thick 
rope of their own bodies. This they 
do by means of holding on firmly with 
their hind legs, while with the front 
pnlr of legs they grasp the bodies of 
other ants. Constantly fresh ants 
range themselves In front and so the 
rope grows nnd grows until nt last It 
touches the water. 

Ry nnd by the floating chain is car- 
ried by the current townrd the other 
side where probably grass nnd great 
reeds spring out of the water. The 
foremost ants seize upon the first ob- 
ject they touch, and from one slender 
foothold to another they climb until 
at last they reach land. The nearest 
tree Is quickly climbed, the foremost 
pairs of legs doing all the work, and 
very soon the living rope Is swinging 
high above the river. The bridge Is 
made, and quickly the army crosses the 
stream. 

Du Challlu, in his Africnn travels, 
had an opportunity of observing one of 
these bridges, and he declares that it 
Is mude with a hollow center, the 
living bodies of the ants forming the 
walls of a tunnel, through which the 
main body of unts travel safely over 
the water. When the last ant has 
crossed and the bridge Is no longer 
needed, the ants In the rear release 
their hold and the rope or tunnel drops 
Into the river. The ants do not like 
water, but they are soon released from 
this position, for the vanguard are dis- 
persing as fast as they can, and the 
self sacrificing unts who begun the 
great chain are quickly upon dry land. 

It Is all very strange and very won- 
derful. Why do they travel at all? 

1 By what direction and by what laws 
do they set. und how did they lean) to 
make bridges? Our naturalists have 
learned much of their ways and their 
doings, hut these questions they cunuot

Even the Boston 
tire department plans to show the enor- 
mous tire hazard lurking iu the otherwise 
harmless bit of news or w rapping-paper, 
carelessly tbrowu io the cellar or 
djopped by tiie wooden kitchen steps. 
In short, the campaign for cleanliness of 
a permanent, rather than a spasmodic 
nature, will be tremendously advanced tyf 
this exposition, to w hich the clubwomen 
of New Eugiaud are expected to flock iu

Don’t he sparing of water on your win- 
dow boxes. Ninety-nine cases of failure 
out of a hundred result from a lack of 
sufficient water. Being exposed to the 
air on all sides, evaporation takes place 
rapidly. Apply water by the pailful in- 
stead of bowlful and there need be no 
failure to grow just as good plants In 
the window box as In the garden beds. 

There are a number of “reasons why" 
autumn Is surely the best season for 
transplanting. Among shrubberies and 
flower borders it Is much easier to judge 
now, where to plant new things, than 
when the other plants have died down, 
aud no “landmarks" are left to show 
where they grew, as is the case In very 
early spring. 

It is generally considered advisable to 
remove all wood from both currant and 
gooseherty bushes that is more than four 
years old. Then thin out the new canes 
that came up from the|ground or near the 
ground last season to three or four of the 
strongest ones, and head these back to 
about two feet in length. 

In popular practice alfalfa hay has beeu 
found so satisfactory that approximately 
four-tlfths of the country’s crop Is con- 
sumed in this way. There are, however, 
other uses to which it may be put. No- 
table among these is its value as a soiling 
crop. After each cutting it renews its 
growth with great readiness. 

All wealth comes originally from the 
soil. The so-called^economic plants are 
workers that create wealth for the human 
race. By their efforts we are fed and sup- 
ported. It Is of obvious importance, 
therefore, that we should know which 
of them are the most ellicient and capublc 
producing the largest output, in terms of 
value. 

If manure is not available in generous 
quantities, a compost heap will help to 
supply the needed humus, aud commercial 
fertilizers will provide the plant food. 
A compost heap should have a place iu 
every garden anyway. It Is made simply 
by throwing lu a pile all the leaves and 
garden refuse which comes to hand, with 
the addition of some manure, including 
that from the poultry yard. It may be 
turned occasionally, and when thoroughly 
decomposed, spread on the garden. 

lu case no winter cover crop is used 
the level laud should be disked or har- 
rowed two or three times during the win- 
ter, provided it Is dry enough. Give good 
drainage to all parts of the held, and any 
cultivation done after the deep fail break- 
ing should be shallow, not more than 3 oi 
4 inches deep. 

The necessity of thoroughly cleaning 
the poultry house at this season of the 
year is obvious to all who give the sub- 
ject much thought. During the summer 
the hot weather has quite likely added 
tilth aud disease germs to those which 
already existed aud lias assisted any lice 
aud mites that were preseut to multiply 
their number rapidly, To put the fowls 
iu winter quarters tilled w ith vermin, dis- 
ease germs ami dirt is to invite trouble 
before cold weather fairly sets in. and to 
kill the protit iu advance. 

li is very easy to propagate most 
varieties of grapes, aud others are very 
difficult The ordinary way is from 
mature wooil of the last year’s growth, 
cut from the vines almost any time when 
there are uo leaves on’them or from Nov- 
ember to April The wood should be of 
stroug vigorous growth The cuttings 
' should be about 8 to 10 inches long and 
with a bud uear each cud. They are best 
buried in the grouud after being lied iu 
small bundles aud left until the time for 
rnakiug early garden, w hen they should 
be set In nursery rows in good soil

In hla book "Hunting and Hunted In 
the Itelglnn Kongo" Mr. R. D. Cooper 
epenks of the remarkable people who 
live In the forest wilds:

It Hit the London Times and Boomed^ 
the Manchester Guardian.

It wns a long time ago. and the 
Guardian was scarcely known outside 
of its own city.

1‘eople 
begun to ask what the Times did mean 
by the editorial, which was on a rath- 
er revolutionary subject The sub- 
editor slept fur several hours, but John 
El Wilkie says his paper’s greatness 
began from that moment— Washing 

Palace and Hoval. 

Probably In Constantinople, which 
has been described ns the “city of hov- 
els." there Is a greater contrast t>e- 
t ween the public and prlvute buildings 
than In any other city lu the world. 
The streets are narrow, tortuous and 
dirty, and even the bettor class of prl 
rate houses are mean iu comparison 
with those of a similar cluss in other 
rouutries. On the other hand, the 
mosques and pulm-es are magultleeut in 
lize. design aud materials of construc- 
tion. most of them being of marble, 
White or gray. The seraglio Is one of 
the finest buildings In Europe.

! The Minstrel 

— - 

j A Medieval Story of 
the Rhine

Not fnr from Ebrenbraltateln. on 
the Rhine nn<l on the same side of 
the river, la n castle, or. rather, the 
ruin of a castle, which looms up 
against the sky when seen from the 
stream below by the thousands of 
tourists who pass In the Rhine tmnt. 
Light clouds sail above It, wtrsls circle 
about It, ns when tt was a fortress 
and the banner of Its poaecesor floated 
above Its highest tower. On looking 
tip at It from the at comer's deck one 
may fancy Its drawbridge let down 
to the distant rattle of chains. Its 
portcullis raised ami the baron him- 
self at tho hood of a body of his re- 
tainer** emerge and rfcV» proudly down 
tho dodlvity. 

At any rate, such were my flights 
of fancy as I watched tt while pass- 
ing up the river and saw It appear 
faint as mist ahead, reveal Itself ns 
we steamM try, then recode and finally 
dlsfijvprsir In the distance behind. 

I asked a gentleman who was gaz- 
ing upon tt as intently ns I If he 
could tell me anything alvout It when 
tt was In its prime, flo proved to be 
a student of tlie history of the castles 
of the Rhine and gave mo an Incident 
pertaining to tills particular one that 
I afterward wrote out as follows: 

During the seventeenth century n 
family known by tho nnnio of Wron- 
thelm occupied tho rastln, tho last l»os- 
Bossnr of that nnmo being Baron Cns 
par Wren th elm. Tills nobleman had no 
eons, his only child being a daughter, 
norths. Since tills girl would lnlierlt 
all her father's possessions at his 
death, beside** being a very’ attractive 
woman, there were many suitors for 
her hand. Among them was Count 
Carl Kollerman, the possessor of an 
estate lying a few longues from the 
river ami not fnr from Wrenthcim 
castle. TTe was n commoner who hnd 
grown rich In trade and had purchased 
his title. Very ambitious, ho made up 
his mind that he would marry Bertha, 
thereby becoming the possessor of a 
castle and a feudal lorrl. 

One morning when Bertha was walk- 
ing on tho battlements of her father’s 
castle she saw a cavalcade approach- 
ing. Seeing that It would enter the 
lnciosuro, she went to a room over- 
looking tlie courtyard. There she saw 
Count Carl Kellermnn dismount from 
his horse and enter the living apart- 
ments of the castle. 

Kellermnn was fifty years old and 
extremely 111 favored. He was tn-nt 
In the back and bald, and his face 
indicated a grasping disposition. 
Bertha took a great dislike to him even 
at seeing 1dm. lie had not been In the 
castle long before her father came to 
her and Informed her that the count 
hud come t" propose for her hau l The 
lmron had replied that he would refer 
the matter to his daughter.

Not long after Kellerman’s refusal 
some of the baron’s retainers while 
crossing territory owned by the latter 
were attacked by him and ills hire- 
lings, who were far more numerous, 
overj lowered and taken prisoners. Kei- 
lerman sent NVrentlielm word that his 
men had been trespassing on his jirop- 
erty. He would release them If the 
baron would give him his daughter to 
wife; If not he would put out their 
eyes and send them back to hlin. He 
gave the ImrOn a week to consider his 
projiosltloii. 

Both father and daughter were much 
lieloved by their retainers because of 
their kindness and affection for all 
who were In any way dependent on 
their iMiuntv This offer plnccrl them 
in a desperate position. Either Bertliu 
must marry the hated Kellerinau or 
the captives, some of whom were the 
fathers of f.imllli*s. while others were 
dear cither as brothels or lovers, would 
tic blinded for the rest of their lives. 

Bertha sisTutly resolved that she 
would save the prisoners, but tteforo a 
marriage with the detestable man who 
had made such an Inhuman proposition 
would take her own life. 

One evening when the baron and his 
daughter were sitting together bemoan 
lug the misfortune that had befallen 
them a servant announced that a min- 
strel was without who would, If jier- 
mltted, afford entertainment. The baron 
was about to direct that the man t*e 
sent away when Bertliu interposed, 
saying that the music might serve to 
draw their minds from their trouble. 
Tlie baron assented, and the minstrel 
was admitted. 

Wilhelm— the only name the young 
man gave himself— was full nndstrulght 
as an arrow. He unsjung his burp as 
easily ms If It hud been u crossbow and 
wus uU>ut to la-gin u song when the 
baron said to him: 

"I wonder tliut one should devote 
himself to the burp whose arm seems 
far more flut'd to wield the hattleux.”

"Would thut you could serve us In 
that way. but it Is ltn|rosslble " 

"Why «>?" 

The baron gave an account of the ap- 


plication of Count Kellermnn for Bor- 
tlin’n hand nnd of the mentis ho hnd 
taken to force the alliance. When he 
had finished the minstrel nsked at what 
time the terms must be accepted or re- 
jected and was Informed Hint only 
thrive days remained for a decision. 

"Since you require military Service of 
me," said Wilhelm. “1 will not waste 
time In song. Adieu. Perhaps I shall 
soon see you again.” And tlie harpist 
took hts departure. 

He was not seen after that for some 
hours. Baron Wrenthelm nttnehed no 
Importance to his coming and was not 
Impressed by his going. Not so Ber- 
tha. She lmd listened with rapt at- 
tention to Ills music nnd when ho 
hnd gone said to her father that some- 
thing told her tlie young man would 
bring them deliverance. But tho Imran 
was despondent, and she failed to 
nrouso hope In him. 

The next day tho minstrel returned 
nnd asked to see the Imran. When tho 
latter appeared Wilhelm said to him; 

"I hnve boon to tlie home of Count 
Kollerman, where I offered to sing fbc 
him. IIo listened to my song, In which 
I predicted that he would uuirry A 
beautiful woman and booomo a feudal 
lord. Ho was so pleased Hint ho gave 
orders that I I to well treated. I loomed 
where tho prisoners were kept and 
during tho night mado an Inspection ot 
the laitldlng. Give me a force of picked 
moil, and tonight I will liberate them. 
They lira guarded by a hundred hire, 
lings, who, If surprised, tuny 1 m put to 
flight by half their number of root man 
at arms.” 

Tho baron, Inspired by hope, at once 
gavo orders for the selection of the 
men required. lie longed to head the 
expedition himself, but tills would not 
lio Just to Wilhelm. Besides, tho baron 
was too deeply interested to retain 
that coolness which wus required. At 
nightfall fifty iff tlie best men among 
the Imran's retainers were gathered In 
tho courtyard of tlie castle, uud the 
minstrel, who now curried a sword In- 
stead of a harp, after telling tliem that 
they were to go to rescue their 00 m* 
ratios nnd save tlie Countess Bertha 
from marriage with a villain, gave 
them tlielr Instructions. Tlioy were (0 
go separately and liy different routed 
to a wood mvir Count Kellermun's es- 
tate, where tliey would lie concealed 
till the minstrel appeared to load them 
to tlio re sc uo. They would hear the 
castle clock strike tlie hour of mid- 
night nnd must then lie ready for what 
was to follow. 

As soon as the men had received 
these Instructions they began to leave 
tlie castle, some In groups of two or 
three, but most of them singly. It wus 
an hour before the last man, tho min- 
strel himself, left Before going Ber- 
tha pressed his hand and bade him 
godspeed. Then he struck out by Hie 
shortest route to his destination, reach- 
ing the rendezvous Just as the castle 
clock In the distance could bo faintly 
heard striking tlie hour of midnight. 

Kellerman’s precautions against a 
rescue had been fairly well taken. He 
hnd put out a picket on the road by 
which a force might approach from the 
castle, but he had relied ui«>n this and 
a guard of 2 (H) men to protect the 
building containing the prisoners, di- 
viding It into reliefs, so that half the 
guard would lie always under arms. 
The rescuing party not having gone to 
the attack In a lx sly and not In any 
cuse by the road, tlie count's guards 
were ignorant of the few but resolute 
men In the wood not half a league dis- 
tant from them. 

Wilhelm lisl Ills men crouching 
among Hie hushes toward tlielr goal 
till but a few hundred yards remained 
to he traversed. Six men carried a log, 
with which they were to butter down 
the doors of the prison and release the 
prisoners. When a signal— two shots 
from an arquebus— 1 was given the at- 
tacking party were to engage the 
guurds while tlie six men used the 
battering rum. 

Suddenly two shots rang out on the 
still air nnd were followed by terrific 
yells. The guards on duty sprang to 
arms, but had not time to form before 
a wedge shaped lH>dy of men split 
them In two parts, driving them from 
the building they were charged with 
protecting. Then commenced a series 
of loud thuds on Hie prison door. In 
a few minutes It yielded, and tlie pris- 
oners poured forth, each man being 
handed arms as he appeared. 

Meanwhile the hundred men of the 
guard who were sleeping were arous- 
ed. Those who were engaged were 
rallied, and an overwhelming force 
was randy to roi»el the enemy. Too 
late. A shrill whistle gave the signal 
for retreat, and Wilhelm, in command 
of a rear guard, engaged Kellerinan’s 
men, while the advance, In which were 
the released prisoners, made tlielr way 
back in the direction of the castle. 
Shortly Infforu dawn all passed over 
the drawbridge in no haste, for tho 
count, having lost his prisoners, had 
wlHidmwn bis men. 

Tho courtyard was ablaze with 
torches; all the Inmates were present 
to welcome tlielr returned victorious 
comrades and the rescued prisoners. 
The old pile rang with acclamations. 
The baron, with Bertha, stepped forth 
to thunk the minstrel, and, after doing 
so, the baron said: 

‘‘What can I bestow upon you for 
this great service?” 

‘'Nothing, except what I came for. 
I am Wilhelm Ballonsteln, the son and 
heir of Duran Bulleiistelu, whose cas- 
tle stands near the confluence of the 
Rhine and the Moselle. Hearing of 
the Lady Bertliu, I came in the guise 
of a minstrel to satisfy myself us to 
the truth of rejsrrts of her beauty und 
good qualities Uffore asking to Is* 
honored with her hand.

The victory was followed by a win-

SOAPING A GEYSER. 

Pood That Roused the Fury of tha 
Sleeping Wairoa. 

Borne of the larger geysers In New 
Zealand will not play unless they are 
soaped— a process only occasionally al- 
lowed. as too much soaping weakens 
the geyser. Paul Gooding In "Pic- 
turesque New Zealand” describes the 
soaping of a geyser named Walron. 
he being present at the ceremony. The 
author states that the olllclatlug priest- 
ess was a Maori known as Kuthleen. 
who wns clothed In n flax mat com- 
pletely covered with raku. riwl and 
pigeon feu there: 

"The caretaker upproached Kathleen 
with a big white bag In band. It was 
half full of yellow soap cut Into small 
cubes. 

“ ‘Are you ready, Kathleen?* he asked. 

“•Yes.* she promptly uuswered. 

"Taking out two or three hnudfuls 
of soap, the caretaker threw them Into 
Walron's deep throat uud then handed 
the bag to Kathleen. Grasping the 
string handle nt the bottom of the 
bag, she opened the mouth, and out 
poured a 6n|>onnceou8 stream. 

“Ten minutes passed, hut there wus 
only u slight Increase In the volume 
of steam at Walron’s mouth, and there 
were no subterranean signs of un Im- 
minent eruption. Fifteen, twenty mtn 
utes passed with very little change. 

“When thirty minutes had gone there 
wus a rumble, then u splusb of water. 
The people near the geyser bucked 
away. Two or three more splashes 
followed, and euch was higher than 
Its predecessor; then came a hoarse 
roar, u rush of steam, und up past a 
low sulphur dyed sinter wall flashed 
a column of water carrying up clouds 
of steam. Snap, Just common wash- 
ing soap, had couquered Wairoa and 
forced It from its lair. Up It continued 
to go- fifty, sixty, eighty. 120 feet 

“ ‘Wairoa would have gone higher If 
It budn't been for the wind.’ the care- 
taker told me. 'it has been kuowu to 
go 180 feet' 

“While Wairoa played It played 
magnificently, in Its shaft it rumbled. 
It flung Its hot breath upon the ven- 
turesome. and for more tbun 100 feet 
urouud it shook the ground until the 
earth trembled For ten mkiutes It 
rose and fell. Then down Tt went, 
like a thermometer on a frosty night, 
until It was a mere splasher ”

AN OPTICAL ENIGMA. 

Why Is It ths Human Eys Sees Things 
Right Sidt Up? 

Just why we are able to see things 
right side up Is n mystery which 
science hns uot yet been uble to ex- 
plain. 

We know that the human eye In 
solves the same optical principles as n 
camera. Owing to the fact that light 
always travels In a straight line and 
never In a curve, the rays which etn- 
annte from any object within our 
range of vision have to descend and 
ascend In order to travel Into the nar- 
row opening In the eye which corre- 
sponds to the camera's lens. 

These rays finally reach a point 
where they Intersect. Continuing on In 
straight lines, their relative position be- 
comes Just the reverse of what they 
were when they left the object seen. 

Thus the Imnge register on the retlnn 
of your eye Is topsy turvy. Just ns It Is 
on the photographic plate In a camera. 
If you are looking at a house, for in- 
fctnnce. the Imnge your eye gets will 
show the chimneys down below, the 
foundation walls up above, and so on. 

Rut the Impression your brain gets 
reveals the house right side up unless 
you happen to he a filleted with a rare 
disorder, which results In everything 
always uppeartim topsy turvy. 

During the Infinitesimally short pe- 
riod required to, flash the Imnge seen 
from the eye’s retlnn to the brnln all 
the light rays which created the Imnge 
are reassembled and put bnck In their 
proper plnces, so that the brnln sees 
the object us It really Is and not In the 
topsy turvy form It was registered on 
the retlnu. Just how this miracle Is 
performed Is whnt science would like 
to find out.— New York American.

Every summer a great many dairymen 
reason with themselves that they could 
get along so much better If they only had 
Ice. Then they say they make prepara- 
tion to put up some the coming winter. 

In most parts of the state, Ice may he put 
up at a very small cost during the winter 
and farmers should avail themselves of 
the opportunity and provide a supply for 
the dairy and family use. Aside from Its 
use In the dairy there are many places 
where a supply of Ice could be used to 
good advantage; such as for Ice cream 
making and for cooling the refrigerator 
so much desired by the housewife on the 
farm. 

The down that covers the little chicks 
at birth is really the tip of the feathers. 
As the chicks grow the feathers push their 
down tips farther out and the fuzz Is 
worn off, while the feathers gradually 
appear In full form later. A pullet molls 
four or five times before reaching the lav- 
ing period, dropping feathers to he re- 
placed by others more suitable with the 
size of the chick from time to time. This 
Is why such fowls need good carhonea- 
ceous and nitrogenous feed In the feather- 
maklug process. 

The amount and kind of grain that 
should be fed to calves at different ages 
depends upon the condition of the calves 
and the kind of roughage they are receiv- 
ing. A calf at 3 months of age should re- 
ceive all of the grain It will eat up clean 
in Half an hour If It Is not receiving any 
milk. The number of pounds will depend 
upon the size and thriftiness of the calf. 

If no milk Is fed, I would advise the feed- 
ing of all grain the calf will eat lu thirty 
minutes, twice per day, uutil the calf Is 
6 mouths old. After this age, if calves 
are fed a good quality of silage and legume 
hay the grain ration may gradually be re- 
duced until at one year of age they should 
getcomparatlvely little grain. From then 
uutil freshening time they should be given 
a good quality of coorn silage and legume 
hay, or good pasture during the summer. 

Strawberry plants winter kill by dry 
freezing or by alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing. Botli may he prevented by covering 
or mulching. This may he done at any 
convenient time through November or 
December- Straw, garden trash or corn- 
stalks make the best material for mulch- 
ing. Where straw Is used see that too 
much is not pul ou. A little may he scat- 
tered on now and more and more added 
as the colder spells come ou. Cornstalks 
are best, and most easily put on. These 
may be gathered from a pastured stalk 
field or may he taken from the fodder 
shock. They should he laid lengthwise 
along the row, six or eight in width, un- 
less the row Is exceptionally wide. These 
prevent freezing out or drying out, and 
are very easily removed In the spring, 
lu case straw has been used, If not used 
too heavily, It may he left ou iu the spring. 
But It must uot he so thick as to preveui 
the plants coming through readily. We 
secured best results by removing the 
straw and placing It between the rows, 
where It is needed to keep the berries clean 
Garden trash and cornstalks were carried 
out aud burned, and a little straw added 
between the rows in the spring. The 
covering should not be taken off until the . 
plants have peeped through It In the 
spring.— St. Louis Globe Democrat.

Wc do not object however 
to people being born again when they are 
old. In fact, everybody should be born 
again every day with new hopes and 
lofty aspirations. 

There are other matte rs than the elec- 
tion of officers for people to vote on next 
Tuesday and those are several amend- 
ments to the constitution and we had pro- 
posed to say a word about them but In 
looking over our exchanges we And that,!. 
C. Brlmblecon of the Newton Graphic 
tell the story better than we can. We 
quote the following : 

“During the net week each voter will 
receive from the City Clerk a circular In 
regard to four referendum* which will be 
on the state ballot on November 2, and 
earnest and thoughtful consideration 
should be given each of them. 

The flrst Instructing our Rcpresenta- 
tlves to support the Initiative and refer- 
endum should be emphatically rejected on 
the ground that It is not at all necessary 
with our present wide open system of 
handling legislation. When any citlzeu 
can present a petition to the Legislature 
on any conceivable subject and be granted 
a hearing on the same, no reason can pos- 
sibly exist for placing Initiatory legisla- 
tion 08 the ballot for ill-considered action 
by all the people. The mere fact that 
there are four referendum* on the state 
ballot this fall is conclusive proof that 
compulsory referendum legislation is un- 
necessary. 

The second and third matters are both 
labor propositions and will undoubtedly 
be blindly accepted by the unthinking 
voter. The act relative to two weeks’ 
vacation of all city laborers is a tine ex- 
ample of half baked legislation. It pro- 
vides for a vacation for laborers “regu- 
larly employed for more than one year.’* 
With 90 percent of all city labor depend- 
ent on the weather conditions, the amount 
work on hand and the limit of cost 
*d by appropriations, it will take all the 
era In the Commonwealth to deter- 
it.c Inst whom would be qualified to re- 
ceive this gratuity from the taxpayers. 
It could probably be settled by giving a 
vacation to every person who ever worked 
f or the city, a day or a week. The ex 
pense to Newton on this theory would 
amount to ten or twelve thousand dollars. 


The Saturday half holiday for all labor- 
ers engaged on work for the Comm *n- 
wealth Is only an Indirect tax to the people 
of this city, altho It I* certain to increase 
the cost of all work done by the state ami 
thereby affect the state tax, already too 
high. 

The most. Important referendum, how- 
ever. Is that which would abolish party- 
enrollment at primary elections Here, 
again, there is undoubtedly a strong pop- 
ular sentiment in favor of this remarkable 
proposition to allow persons, who ordin- 
arily vote for candidates of one party to 
nse their vote* at the primary to help 
nominate candidate* of the opposition 
The measure should he entitled “An act to 
allow a majority party to dictate the can. 
didates of opposing parlies and so ensure 
to themselves permanent possession of 
the government. ”

And Si’s had experience! 

Tnkc Just this collision exiterienoe.

Why, I have had enough adventures 
myself, for I’ve been ship keejier on 
the U. S. S. Stalwart hero at the Sierra 
navy yard for llfteon and three-quarter 
years. But SI has me sowed up for 
plenty on adventure, though I could 
tell ynrns of my own. 

But tlrst I'm setting It down about 
81, ills ma and the collision of the 
Humahuina and the Stalwart. I'll tell 
about myself when I’ve got leisure. 

However, I do want to say in pass- 
ing, while I think of It, thnt sh!|> 
keeping Is the most exnctlng work 
there Is. You have to know the name 
of your ship, nnd to remember what 
day is i*iy day, nnd when to come off 
watch, and when to go on, nnd I tell 
you It takes bruins to keep all those 
tilings straight in your mind. 

Tlien once in a year they complicate 
tilings by putting your ship In n dry- 
dock or by changing her anchorage a 
little, nnd you have to change your 
habits, which is hard. And It’s be- 
cause It is such exuctlug work as I’ve 
described thnt they always keep re- 
Hponslhlc men like us old soldiers on 
such Jobs. 

Of course It’s n strain, nnd 1 suppose 
I could not have hold the Job so long 
If I didn’t have iron nerves. 

You see, I know myself thnt 1 have 
iron nerves, because General Thomas 
told ine so when he saw me eating 
hardtack In a trench during the Chick 
amaugn skirmish. And I’ve needed 
my Iron nerves In ship keeping, but a 
lot of people don’t understand why. 

For example, there Is a gentleman 
In Sierra ton who digs clams with n 
shovel und peddles them with n wheel- 
burrow, and he said once he thought 
he’d try ship keeping for a rest 

I laughed nt him, und then 1 warned 
him he couldn't stand It, which was 
true too. However, I’m writing about 
SI, mul I'll write ubout digging clams 
when I have time for it, for I’m as 
good a clam digger us there Is on 
I’uget sound, which Is saying a lot, 
for nil the smartest men out here were 
digging cliiins twenty years ago. 

Si's ma used to have an awfully hard 
time making a living, and from time to 
time I’ve helped her a little nt it. for 
I’ve hail $2.20 jier day right along, mul 
I’m n bachelor and don’t need nil thnt 
money for myself. 

So yesterday, which was i>ny day, 1 
gave her $5. and I said, “Take S! to 
Seattle and see the sights.” And she 
did it. 

At least she put on her pink waist 
nnd her green shawl, and she hauled SI 
down to the boat by one arm, Ids feet 
dragging nil the way. 

After that I loafed around until even- 
ing. when I went to the Stalwart mid 
relieved old man Keller. 

After he'd left the ship I walked 
around nnfl inspected tilings, ns 1 al- 
ways do, mul 1 decided, us I've decided 
every day for tun years, thnt the Stal- 
wart Is still u mighty flue shlj). 

Pretty soon I moved uround u little, 
and when l got uft and wus looking 
over tlie rail under the stern light I 
could see young smelts iu the still, oily 
water, mul they looked like shreds cut 
out with a knife from a silver bur. 
And. oh. how solemn anil still It was! 

You could hear a gasoline boat two 
miles away thumping, missing strokes, 
stopping and then thuinjilng again, mul 
you could lu-nr oarlocks squeaking 
their course across the bay.
